PURPOSE: To document the explosive residue examination findings 
of evidence collected by SS&[ J while in Argentina from b6 
7/20/94 to 7/24/94. b7C 


DETAILS: On 7/18/94 a vehicle containing explosives was placed 
and detonated in front of the AMIA Jewish Community Center in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. No U. S. citizen was killed in the 
matter, although a request for assistance was made by the 
Argentina government through the U. S. State Department. A team 
from the FBI and Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms was 
dispatched to the scene. At the request of the State Department 
the ATF was given the responsibility of providing a formal report 
on the explosive residue findings from this matter. As part of an 
agreement with ATF and the State Department samples from the 
bombing scene were collected by the FBI and submitted for 
analyses in the FRI Laboratory. A formal report has not been 
prepared on this matter, nor has a request been made by the State 
Department for one.

Specimens QT through Q25 were examined for residues af nitroglycerine, 
(MG), ethylene giycol dinitrate {EGON), pentaerythritol tetranitrate [PETN] 
cyciotrimethylenetrinitremine (ROX), trinitrotoluene (TNT), dinitrotoluene (BNT), 
and none were detected. The specimens were screened for the above materials 
using gas chromatography with chemiluminescence detection. 

Based on the results in this matter it is possible that one of the components 
in the explosive could have been ammonium nitrate or a component which forms 
ammonium and nitrate fons after it is detonated. it should also be painted out that 
without an understanding of whether ammonium and nitrate ions normally exist in 
the Buenos Aires environment no positive conclusions can be drawn as to their

RESULTS: 


The results of an ian chromatography examination of residues remaved from 
specimens Q3 through QG, O8 through 072, Q78, 076, 018, and Q20 identified 
the presence of high levels of nitrate and sulfate ions. The results also identified 
sulfate ions in specimens Q? and Q13. Further results identified high levels of 
ammonium, sodium, and calcium ions in specimens G3 through Q?72, Q78, Q16, 
O78, and Q'S. The presence af ammonium and sodium ions were alsa found in 
specimens QT and Qf 7. 

n x-ray powder diffraction examination of residues removed from specimens 
Q3, Q9, and GIS showed the presence of calcium sulfate. Also, found on 
specimens Q9 and QIS were calcium carbonate and silicon dioxide. These 
compounds have been found in some building products. 

A mass spectrometry examination of specimens Q7, 02, Q8, Q16, O18, and 
Q3 identified the presence of urea. The source of this material on the specimens 
is not known at this time. Urea is a component of the human body and may have 
been placed on objects by the dispersion af human body fluids. ft should also be 
noted that urea can be found after the detonation of some urea based explosives 
Such as urea nitrate. 

Residues removed fram specimens Q4, Q8, and QTO were examined using 
guid chromatography for the presence of suger materials and none were detected.
